Plans for the deliberate slayintr of 
prominent residents of Coos county 
with their families were laid by Ar- 
thur Covell, 47, a cripple, famed as 
an astrologer, according to his re- 
ported confession to authorities here. 
With his 16-year-old nephew. Alton 
Covell, he is held in the county jail 
after indictment on murder charge in 
connection with the death of Mrs. 
Fred Covell, September 2./last. 


The nephew, it was said by the au- 


thorities, has confessed that he killed 
his stepmother while under the influ- 
ence of his crippled uncle. The con- 
fession, it is declared, tells how the 
youth, hypmotized by the bed ridden 
man, crept up behind his stepmother 
on.the morning of September 2 while 
she was at work in her kitchen and, 
clamping an ammonia-soaked cloth 
over her face, smothered her to death.

purported admissions and to the con-

schemes for the killing of Mrs. Covell 
and for- wiping out at least a dozen 
persons of Coos county upon

Ends His Own Life 


Man Who Erred in Youth, 


Paid Penalty, Reformed, 
Prospered and Became 
Mayor, Suicides When 
Mlackmail Is Demanded, 
Which He Was Unable to 
Pay—Had Paid Out $25,- 
000 in Past Year to Keep 
Life Secret.

IRVINGTON, X. J., Oct. 13.—A 


tragic story of a man who erred in his 
youth, paid the penalty and then set 
out to regain the respect he had lost, 
only to succeed and have his early 
folly once more brought to life, was 
unfolded yesterday when the prosecu- 
tor began investigation in the motives 
that prompted the suicide on Septem- 
ber 26 of Mayor Edward R. Folsom, 
of Irvington. 


Mayor Folsom's life reminded those 


who heard its history of Jean Val- 
jean. 


It was in Hammondsport, X, "ST. that 


the story had its beginning. 
It was 


the age-old tale of wealth and poverty 
and love. Folsom's family was poor. 
The girl he loved .-was the daughter of 
the wealthiest man in the town and 
her father refused to accept the lowly 
youth as his son-in-law. The boy was 
desperate. - He forged the wealthy 
man's name to several checks and 
later was caught red handed robbing 
a bank. 


His sentence was 10 years at hard 


labor in Auburn prison but the late 
Theodore Roosevelt, -then governor, 
pardoned him alter' three years had 
Seen served, in response to a petition 
of Hammondsport citizens, headed by 
the girl's father. 


Folsm and the girl -were married 


then but they decided to move away 
and start life anew. 
They came to 


[rvington where Folsom established a 
business, won his way into many 
friendships and prospered- He was 
elected mayor and his work in civic 
and church affairs was praised by all 
who knew him. 


Then came the dark cloud that cast 


a shadow over the man who had erred 
in his youth. Some one (his son says 
the prosecutor has the 
names) who 


knew his past, confronted him with 
the facts and demanded blackmail. At 
tiis death it was believed the mayor 
had little left of the fortune he had 
built up through hard work. It was 
said he had paid $25.000 in the past 
12 months alone to keep the secret. 


The blackmail 
began about three 


years ago. 


And on September 26, he died. At 


first it was believed he had died from 
an accidental dose of a sedative, then 
it was learned he was a suicide. 


The investigation unfolded the fact.s 


of his life and his wife, who has been 
with him and known all his trials 
since he was released from prison, de- 
clares she knows those who took his 
fortune for his secret.

is from Charliotte 


county, Va., the banner co-operative 
stronghold of the three statPS, less 
;han 20 growers of that county be- 
ng outside the association. 
Touching on the much-flouted gab 


of high salaries, Mr. Rodgers stated 
that the total co-operative association 
salary budget last year was $165,000, 
or 40 cents per $100 
He compared 
this with a loose leaf concern in 
North Carolina which expended $1,- 
695,000 for handling its compartive- 
ly small number of puonds of tobac- 


Mr. Rodgers said that in this old 


belt the co-ops have on hand 13,768,- 
202 pounds of the last year's crop, 
which has an appraised value of $?,- 
514.070.64 and a selling price of $G,- 
238,857. 
The speaker ridiculed the average 
claimed on the auction -warehouse 
floors this season, ne reau reports 
from fourteen of the leading auction 
markets which opened in this belt 
last week, the general average of 
the 14 market* being just * little over 
14 cents a pound 
Mr. Rodgers told th« growers they 


had a right to know just what their 
association is doing and he eurely 
gave them a clear insight mto th» 
management of the business.
